STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  Chichester  Rural  District,  one  of  the  largest  in  the 
country,  covers  the  South-Western  quarter  of  the  County  of  West 
Sussex,  Formed  under  the  West  Sussex  Review  Order  of  1933,  when 
the  Westbourne  and  Westhampnett  Rural  Districts  were  combined,  it 
lies  on  the  sea  coast  with  the  River  Arun  at  its  Eastern  boundary 
and  the  County  boundary  between  West  Sussex  and  Hampshire  to  the 
West,  The  Northern  boundary  lies  on  the  South  Downs. 

The  City  of  Chichester  is  almost  in  the  centre  of  the 
district,  and  the  Bognor  Regis  Urban  District  towards  the  Eastern 
boundary  of  the  coast  line. 

Farming  and  associated  occupations  employ  the  bulk  of  the 
population  inland  while  the  coastline  - seventeen  miles  long  - 
includes  the  popular  resorts  of  Middleton-on-Sea,  Pagham,  Selsey, 
Bracklesham  Bay  and  the  Witterings,  and  attracts  a large  number 
of  Summer  visitors, 

4,723  Caravans  were  licensed  for  use  in  the  district  in 

1959. 

Annual  Reports  become  yearly  less  and  less  concerned  with 
infectious  diseases  and  more  and  more  with  larger  questions  of 
social  care  and  physical  wellbeing  in  the  community.  Like  most 
sweeping  statements  this  is  only  partly  true.  Certainly  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  not  now  preoccupied  with  outbreaks 
of  enteric  fever,  smallpox,  diphtheria  and  scarlatina; 
notifications  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  as  inconveniences  of 
childhood  do  still  provide  him  with  figures  to  juggle  with  and 
speculate  upon  if  indeed  he  believes  that  the  notification 
figures  bear  any  real  relation  to  the  true  incidence  of  these 
diseases,  but  Infectious  Diseases  in  the  old  sense  no  longer 
occupy  the  Medical  Officer’s  time  as  they  once  did. 

There  are,  however,  two  diseases  against  which  active 
campaigning  is  still  necessary  - Tuberculosis  and  Food  Poisoning, 
Great  advances  have  been  made  against  tuberculosis  in  the  last 
twenty  years  - deaths  in  England  and  Wales  have  been  reduced 
from  30,231  in  1938,  to  4,480  in  1958,  and  notifications  from 
50,689  to  29,838  in  the  same  period.  These  figures  show  the 
great  increase  in  effectiveness  of  treatment  and  the  still 
high  notification  figures  show  that  while  the  disease  remains 
widespread,  relatively  fewer  cases  remain  undiagnosed,  probably

thanks  to  a more  co-operative  public  and  readily  available  Mass 
X-ray  facilities.  Only  when  notification  figures  show  a 
progressive  decrease  will  the  end  of  tuberculosis  be  really  in 
sight. 

Food  Poisoning  is  another  story,,  Many  inproveraents 
have  been  made  in  standards  of  food  handling  and  a number  of 
essentials  which  for  years  local  authorities  have  been 
persuading  traders  to  accept  now  have  legal  force  under  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations  (washing  facilities  for  staff,  cold 
storage  for  vulnerable  foods,  impervious  and  easily  cleanable 
working  surfaces,  and  the  exclusion  of  known  disease  carriers 
among  staff  are  some  inportant  examples).  The  public  no  longer 
accepts  as  inevitable  the  very  poor  conditions  under  which  food 
used  normally  to  be  exposed  for  sale.  Refrigerated  display 
cabinets  are  now  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception  even  in 
small  shops, 

Nevertheless  the  drop  in  the  number  of  cases  of  food 
poisoning  which  might  have  been  expected  to  result  from  these 
advances  has  been  disappointing  taking  the  country  as  a whole. 
Moreover,  in  this  particular  district  cases  of  food  poisoning 
continue  to  be  notified  and  many  more  go  untreated  and 
therefore  unreported.  Housewives  and  caterers  cannot  be 
reminded  too  often  that  meat,  particularly  meat  in  ^processed 
and  made  up”  recipes  is  the  vehicle  of  infection  in  more  than 
three  quarters  of  outbreaks  where  the  cause  can  be  found. 

Cooling  and  refrigeration  of  cooked  meat  which  is  to  be  used 
again  is  the  first  defence  against  infection  and  the  second, 
and  equally  important,  rule  is  - wash  your  hands  before 
handling  food  and  after  using  the  lavatory. 

Discussion  of  the  Sewage  Pollution  of  Coastal  Waters 
which  had  decreased  to  some  extent  after  the  publicity  given  to 
it  in  1958  received  a sudden  fillip  with  the  publication  in 
December  1959,  of  the  report  by  a Research  Committee  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  directed  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council,  The  findings  of  this  Committee,  which  can 
be  suBunarised  in  one  paragraph  of  the  Report  - ”The 
Committee's  studies  suggest  that,  with  the  possible  exception 
of  a few  aesthetically  revolting  beaches  round  the  coasts  of 
England  and  Wales,  the  risk  to  health  of  bathing  in  sewage- 
contaminated  sea-water  can,  for  all  practical  purposes,  be 
ignored"  - were  received  with  satisfaction  in  some  quarters 
and  disappointment  in  others,  and  public  discussions  after  the 
report  was  published  revealed  a sharp  division  of  opinion  in 
the  public  health  world. 
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Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  (Contd») 


Round  the  shores  of  Britain  the  coastal  waters  are  in 
many  places  heavily  polluted  with  crude  sewage.  Nobody  can 
contest  this  fact.  The  only  question  which  remains  to  be 
answered  is  ’’does  the  degree  and  extent  of  pollution  justify 
the  expenditure  of  very  large  sums  of  money  to  prevent  it  ?”. 

The  Medical  Research  Council  apparently  intended  to 
give  a clear  answer  in  the  negative  to  this  question  by  seeking 
to  show  that  sea-water  pollution  could  not  be  proved  to  have 
caused  disease  in  man.  Unfortunately  however,  the  phrases 
’’for  all  practical  purposes”  and  ’’except  for  a few  aesthetically 
revolting  beaches",  reveal  that  the  Committee  found  themselves 
unable  to  confine  their  attention  entirely  to  the  scientific 
aspect  of  the  matter  and  admitted  the  aesthetic  undesirability 
of  allowing  the  public  to  bathe  in  recognisable  sewage.  In 
fact,  the  Committee’s  report  leaves  the  whole  question  very 
much  as  it  was  except  perhaps  for  the  charming  suggestion  that 
comminution  of  sewage  solids  before  discharge  into  the  sea 
would  reduce  the  chances  of  the  nuisance  being  detected  by  the 
bathing  public. 

It  is  pertinent,  therefore,  to  repeat  the  remarks  made 
in  ny  Annual  Report  for  1957  : 

" although  it  has  been  stated  that  there  is  no 

evidence  that  sewage  pollution  has  in  fact  caused  any 
outbreaks  of  disease,  is  this  the  only  criterion  by 
which  the  problem  should  be  judged  ? Is  the  situation 
to  continue  to  be  accepted  on  this  lack  of  evidence  ? 

many  people  have  seen  enough  gross  evidence 

for  themselves  to  feel  that  it  is  high  time  even  on 
aesthetic  grounds  alone  that  the  problem  should  be 
tackled.  Wherever  a crude  sewage  outfall  exists  the 
question  of  replacing  it  with  a proper  treatment  works 
should  be  seriously  considered,  no  new  outfall  should 
be  contemplated,  nor  should  any  works  or  development 
which  will  add  to  the  existing  volume  of  discharge  be 
entertained.  Nothing  should  be  done  to  add  to  the 
problem  and  everything  possible  should  be  done  to  reduce 
it”. 


4,723  Caravans  were  licensed  for  use  in  the  district  in 
1959*  and  of  these,  117  are  for  use  throughout  the  year.  The 
rest  are  for  the  holiday  season  only  (March  1st.  to  31st. 
October).  An  increase  of  688  since  1958  is  more  than  three 
times  the  increase  in  any  one  year  since  1951  and  a provisional 
figure  of  5,333  for  i960  does  not  indicate  any  falling  off  in 
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caravan  site  business.  The  diagram  below  shows  graphically 
how  caravans  in  the  district  have  increased  :

Apart  from  sheer  numbers  the  caravan  situation  in  the 
district  also  represents  an  achievement  after  years  of  hard 
work  of  which  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  can  be  proud.  Some 
sites  still  fall  far  short  of  the  ideal,  but  for  the  most  part, 
the  sites  in  the  district  are  well  laid  out  and  provide 
excellent  facilities.  It  is  interesting  to  look  back  to  the 
sites  which  were  licensed  twelve  years  ago;  when  water-borne 
sewerage  was  unknown  and  indeed  by  some  regarded  as  a luxury 
which  could  not  reasonably  be  expected  on  a caravan  site;  when 
Sanitary  Inspectors  were  glad  to  report  that  a particular  site 
did  satisfy  the  conditions  of  licence  - just,  and  constant 
visits  through  the  Summer  were  necessary  to  make  sure  that  those 
conditions  were  observed.  Although  in  those  days  the  Department 
was  concerned  to  see  that  the  law  was  observed,  it  was  not  always 
easy  to  convince  owners  that  good  sites  were  good  business  as 
well  as  good  hygiene.  Nowadays,  sanitary  facilities  on  the  best 
sites  reach  a very  high  standard,  shops  and  community  entertainment 
buildings  are  commonplace  and  caravan  sites  have  become  one  of  the 
most  important  businesses  in  the  district. 

Finally,  the  bare  statistical  facts  of  the  Year  1959.  The 
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Birth  Rate  of  15.09,  the  Death  Rate  of  11.25,  and  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  of  11.9,  all  showed  no  significant  change. 

There  was  no  notable  incidence  of  disease  during  the  year; 
details  are  given  in  Section  VI  of  the  report,

Over  ninety-six  per  cent  of  the  houses  in  the  Rural 
District  have  a piped  water  supply  from  one  or  other  of  the 
following  water  undertakings 

Bognor  Regis  Urban  District  Council 
Chichester  City  Corporation 
Chichester  Rural  District  Council 
Selsey  Water  Company 
Arundel  Borough  Council  (part  of 

Tortington  Parish  only), 

Petworth  Rural  District  Council  (part 
of  Upwaltham  Parish  only). 

Of  the  remaining  houses,  approximately  1,5^  have  a piped 
supply  from  private  estates,  so  that  38%  of  dwellings  in  this 
District  have  piped  water. 

Of  the  42  Parishes  in  the  district,  Madehurst  is  the  only 
parish  without  a public  mains  supply  in  regular  use,  but  even 
in  this  area,  which  is  at  present  served  by  a piped  private 
estate  supply,  facilities  are  available  to  enable  mains  water 
from  the  Bognor  Regis  Undertaking  to  be  pumped  into  the 
private  estate  pipe  line  should  the  need  arise. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  statutory  water  undertakings  is 
all  chlorinated  before  distribution,  the  supplies  being 
constant  and  adequate  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  distribution 
areas. 

No  shortage  of  water  for  domestic  use  was  reported  during 
the  year. 

All  workmen  employed  at  the  Woodmancote  Waterworks  are 
specially  examined  on  appointment  and  at  regular  intervals 
thereafter.

(b)  Water  Aimlyses. 

Twenty-six  samples  of  tap  water  from  consumers*  premises 
(7  in  the  City  and  19  in  the  Rural  District),  and  26  san^Dles 
from  the  Fishbourne  delivery  main  were  submitted  by  the 
Undertaking  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  results  in 
each  case  showed  that  the  water  was  of  satisfactory  bacterial 
purity  indicative  of  a wholesome  water  suitable  for  drinking 
and  domestic  purposes.  Chemically  the  water  was  free  from 
iron  and  other  metals,  it  contained  no  excess  of  salinity  or 
mineral  constituents,  and  was  of  the  highest  standard  of 
organic  quality. 
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Chichester  Rural  District  Council. 


(a)  Woodmancote  Waterworks. 

The  source  of  water  supplied  by  the  Council  is  from  the 
Woodmancote  Watenrorks  where  two  boreholes  are  in  use,  each 
sunk  to  a depth  of  approximately  400  feet,  from  which  two 
submergible  punps  discharge  into  the  reservoir. 

Water  is  distributed  to  the  Parishes  of  Westbourne 
(including  Aldsworth),  West  Thorney,  Chidham,  Stoughton 
(including  Forestside  and  Walderton),  Compton  (including  West 
Marden),  5ind  Marden,  The  supply  is  chlorinated  before 
distribution. 

Three  samples  of  water  submitted  for  chemical  analysis 
were  reported  satisfactory.  Reports  received  on  samples 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  are  summarised  on 
page  23. 

(b)  Extensions  of  Mains  and  New  Domestic  Services. 

No  new  mains  were  laid  during  1959* 

Seventy-four  new  domestic  services  were  provided  - Chidham 
(12);  Marden  (2);  Westbourne  (6o), 

Selsey  Water  Company. 

This  Undertaking  supplies  water  which  it  obtains  from  the 
Chichester  City  Corporation  in  bulk  and  is  therefore  derived 
from  the  Funtington  or  Fishbourne  sources  which  are  already 
mentioned  previously. 

The  Parishes  supplied  in  the  Chichester  Rural  District  are 
Donnington,  Hunston,  North  Mundham,  Selsey  and  Sidlesham. 

During  the  year  mains  extensions  of  100  yards  and  65  yards 
were  carried  out  at  Grafton  Road  and  Longacre,  off  Green  Lane, 
Selsey,  respectively. 

Ninety  new  domestic  services  were  provided  - Donnington  (1); 
Hunston  (8);  North  Mundham  (12);  Selsey  (64);  Sidlesham  (5),^ 

Arundel  Borough  Council, 

The  Fitzalan  Howard  Estates  Ltd,  provide  water  to  this 
Undertaking  from  a borehole  and  well  situated  in  Mill  Road, 
Arundel,  The  water  is  chlorinated  before  distribution. 

A number  of  properties  in  the  Tortington  Parish  only  of 
the  Chichester  Rural  District  are  supplied  from  this  source, 
some  via  the  Arundel  Borough  mains  and  others  through  the 
private  estate  pipelines  of  the  Fitzalan  Howard  Estates  Ltd. 
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Petworth  Rural  District  Council. 

This  Undertaking  obtains  water  from  springs  and  boreholes 
situated  at  Haslingboume,  Near  Petworth;  it  is  chlorinated 
before  distribution.  Only  a small  number  of  properties  in 
the  Chichester  Rural  District  are  supplied  from  this  source, 
all  situated  in  the  Parish  of  Upwaltham^  the  water  being 
pumped  into  a private  service  pipeline. 

Private  Estate  Supplies. 

The  quality  of  water  from  these  supplies  fluctuated 
throughout  the  year  and  constant  sampling  was  necessary  to 
impress  upon  owners  concerned  the  need  for  regular  attention. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  owners  have  co-operated  in  an 
endeavour  to  maintain  satisfactory  supplies,  and  to  this  end 
hand  dosing  of  the  supply  at  Madehurst  was  commenced  during 
the  year,  while  at  Westhanpnett  an  automatic  chlorinating  plant 
was  installed  to  supersede  hand  dosing  carried  out  previously. 

Private  Estates  seldom  have  the  qualified  staff  available 
and  continuous  supervision  is  required  by  the  Public  Health 
Department, 

On  the  1st  April,  1959,  a private  water  undertaking  at 
Southbourne  which  supplied  154  houses  was  incorporated  in  the 
Council* s own  water  undertaking. 

General, 

A number  of  samples  of  water  taken  from  individual  wells 
concerned  premises  situate  within  the  statutory  area  of  supply 
of  one  or  other  of  the  Water  Undertakings,  and  where  unfavourable 
reports  were  received,  the  owners  concerned  were  requested  to 
afford  a mains  supply  to  the  premises. 

It  is  encouraging  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  past  few 
years  have  seen  a steady  decline  in  the  number  of  dwellings 
which  have  a water  service  outside  the  house,  A large  area 
of  the  district  has  awaited  sewers  for  some  years  and  its 
advent  should  encourage  further  improvement  not  only  in  water 
supply  but  in  housing  standards  generally. 

Water  Analyses, 

Five  samples  of  water  - three  from  the  Council's 
Woodmancote  Waterworks  and  two  from  Private  Estate  Supplies  - 
were  taken  and  submitted  for  chemical  analysis.  With  the 
exception  of  one  of  the  Private  Estate  supply  samples,  all 
proved  satisfactory.

Refuse  Collection. 

The  refuse  collection  service  has  been  maintained  during 
the  year  and  a weekly  rear  collection  is  given  to  98%  of  the 
population,  the  remainder  receiving  a collection  at  fortnightly 
intervals. 
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Refuse  Collection  (Contdc) 


Two  new  Dennis  ”Peixit  II”  vehicles  were  purchased  and  put 
into  service  in  June  and  July  respectively.  The  capacity  of 
these  vehicles  is  18  to  24  cubic  yards  and  the  number  of 
vehicles  in  use  has  been  reduced  to  11,  Three  smaller  Dennis 
vehicles  were  taken  out  of  service. 

During  the  year  5,647  loads  of  refuse  were  collected  and 
a mileage  of  119,246  was  run  in  maintaining  the  service.  All 
refuse  collected  was  disposed  of  at  the  Council's  existing 
controlled  tips  at  Slindon  Bottom;  Ferry  Road,  Sidlesham;  and 
Hambrook  Marlpit, 

The  work  of  excavating  for  and  covering  the  refuse  has 
again  been  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Allis-Chalmers  Tracto- 
Shovel.  A new  Bedford  ten  ton  tractor  unit  was  purchased  in 
September  to  replace  the  Council's  Low  Loader, 

Salvage, 

Income  during  the  year  amounted  to  £6,892,  a decrease  of 
£590  over  the  figure  for  1958,  This  decrease  was  mainly  due 
to  a restriction  placed  on  the  quantity  of  newspaper  accepted 
by  the  Mills  and  a reduction  in  the  price  obtained  for  this 
commodity.

Contraventions. 

Thirty-seven  contraventions  under  Section  269  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  were  observed,  and  resulted  in  the 
service  of  twenty  informal  notices. 

Twenty-three  conplaints  of  unsatisfactory  conditions  at 
camping  sites  were  received,  16  of  which  were  found  to  be 
justifiable  and  resulted  in  the  service  of  15  informal  notices. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs  and  Other  Verminous  Conditions. 

No  conplaints  of  bug  infestation  were  received. 

Verminous  conditions  due  to  various  causes  were  dealt  with 
at  a number  of  premises  during  the  year.  101  Visits  were  made 
in  this  connection  and  disinfestations  were  either  carried  out 
by  the  Department  with  the  use  of  smoke  generators  and  spraying 
with  insecticide,  or  suitable  advice  given. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949» 

The  rat  destruction  service  which  was  established  in  1944- 
continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year.  This  service  gives 
free  advice  and  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  on  private  premises, 
but  a charge  is  made  for  operations  at  commercial  buildings.

At  the  end  of  August,  1959,  the  Council's  list  of  housing 
applicants  showed  694  names  (675  in  1958). 

Sixty-one  casual  vacancies  occurred  in  existing  Council 
houses  during  the  year,  and  45  new  Council  houses  were  completed.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  more  samples  of  raw  milk 
failed  the  methylene  blue  test  this  year  than  on  previous 
occasions.  This  cannot  be  attributed  to  the  warm  summer  as 
most  of  these  saiqples  were  taken  during  the  first  or  last  three 
months  of  the  year. 

Brucellosis. 

Regular  examination  of  raw  milks  for  brucella  has  been 
justified  as  two  new  herd  infections  were  discovered.  Two 
animals  of  a herd  of  some  20  milch  cows,  and  one  out  of  a herd 
of  40  cows,  were  found  to  be  secreting  the  organism.  In  both 
cases  the  farmers  concerned  disposed  of  valuable  animals  for 
slaughter.  That  this  is  a wise,  if  costly,  procedure  is 
confirmed  by  the  experiences  of  a farmer  who  is  endeavouring 
to  retain  infected  cows  in  his  herd.  Three  years  ago  2 
animals  out  of  40  were  found  infected.  Later  that  year  a 
third  animal  was  discovered.  These  animals  were  eventually 
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Brucellosis  (Contd, ) 


sold.  Three  further  animals  were  found  to  be  infected  the 
following  year  but  were  retained  in  the  herd.  Repeat  samples 
from  two  of  these  were  positive  two  months  later.  This  year 
positive  results  were  obtained  from  8 animals  (including  the 
two  positive  animals  from  last  year). 

For  the  first  time  since  herd  examinations  have  been  made 
following  reports  of  infected  samples,  a negative  result  was 
obtained  from  one  herd  of  14  cows.  As  milk  from  the  herd  is 
sent  in  bulk  to  a dairy  for  pasteurisation  no  further  ’follow- 
up' has  been  made  at  the  farm.

Slaughterhouse  Hygiene, 

How  clean  is  a Slaughterhouse  Wiping  Cloth  ? A spot 
sample  of  the  water  used  for  wiping  doim  carcases  taken  during 
the  slaughtering  operation  was  reported  to  contain  18,000+ 
Coliform  and  18,000+  Bacterial  Coli  per  100  ml. 


Needless  to  say  orders  were  given  forthwith  for  a supply 
of  suitable  sterilent  to  be  used,  but  educating  the 
slaughtermen  in  its  proper  and  continued  use  has  not  been 
easy.  To  prove  the  need  for  continual  changing  of  water 
containing  sterilent,  further  samples  were  taken  as  follows

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  DISEASES. 

During  1959,  there  were  notified  590  cases  of  Measles,  14 
cases  of  Dysentery,  24  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  44  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  and  7 cases  of  Pood  Poisoning, 

During  the  year  the  Council  approved  the  suggestion  that 
all  manual  workers  and  officers  on  "outside”  duties  should  be 
given  the  opportunity  of  protection  against  Tetanus  infection 
at  the  Council’s  expense. 

Although  the  incidence  of  Tetanus  ("lockjaw”)  is  low,  it 
is  a very  distressing  condition  with  a high  mortality. 

Moreover,  the  injection  of  Anti  Tetanus  Serum  into  an 
individual,  after  he  has  suffered  a wound  which  might  be 
infected,  is  followed  not  infrequently  by  unpleasant  reactions 
especially  if  he  has  been  sensitised  by  a previous  similar 
infection. 

There  are  however  available,  preparations  of  Tetanus  Toxoid 
which  can  be  used  deliberately  to  give  a greatly  enhanced  immunity 
to  Tetanus  infection  in  advance.  If  a wound  is  sustained  after 
this  protection,  a further  "boosting”  injection  of  Tetanus 
Toxoid  is  given  instead  of  Anti  Tetanus  Serum  without  the  risk 
of  reactions  associated  with  the  latter. 

Ninety  members  of  the  staff  accepted  this  offer  and  so  far 
124  injections  have  been  given. 

Injections  of  Influenza  vaccine  were  also  offered  to  the 
staff  and  171  people  responded.  As  there  was  no  outbreak  of 
Influenza  locally  during  the  winter  however,  no  conclusion 
could  be  drawn  as  to  the  effectiveness  of  this  particular 
vaccine. 

Medical  Examinations. 

Twenty-three  medical  examinations  were  carried  out  for  the 
District  Council  during  the  year,  A further  104  examinations 
for  the  West  Sussex  County  Council  (including  candidates,  for 
Teachers  Colleges)  were  also  carried  out  during  1959. 

Cancer, 

The  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  Cancer  during  the  year 
was  120  (62  males,  58  females)  (89  in  1958), 

The  Cancer  Death  Rate  for  1959  is  2,49  per  1,000  of  the 
home  population  (1,84  for  the  previous  year). 

Corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales,  the  Administrative 
County,  and  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  West  Sussex  are 
2,14.,  2,62,,  2,67  and  2,55  respectively.

Cigarette  smokers  might  note  that  of  the  120  deaths  caused 
by  Cancer,  31  were  cases  of  lung  cancer  - more  than  one-quarter 
and  a high  proportion  of  these  might  have  been  prevented  if  more

Diphtheria,

Food  Poisoning. 

Seven  cases  were  notified  (17  in  1958,  25  in  1957).  All 
were  isolated  eases  - there  were  no  outbreaks. 

Do  these  figures  indicate  a progressive  decrease  in  the 
incidence  of  food  infections  ? The  figures  in  themselves  are 
small  and  probably  inconclusive,  but  they  might  be  said  to  show 
a trend  of  inprovement  if  only  they  could  be  relied  upon. 
Unfortunately  notification  figures  for  food  poisoning  are  quite 
unreliable  as  only  the  most  serious  cases  need  or  invoke 
medical  aid.  Consequently  there  are  probably  more  cases 
unrecorded  than  appear  as  notifications. 

Measles. 

Cases  notified  totalled  590  (436  in  1958),  They 
occurred  throughout  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year. 

Pneumonia, 

One  case  of  Pneumonia  was  notified  (3  cases  in  1958), 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1959  as  due  to  all 
forms  of  Pneumonia  totalled  23. 
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Polionyelitis. 

As  in  1958,  no  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  under 
review. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  is  available  to  everyone 
under  40  years  of  age.  Application  forms  are  available  at  the 
Council  Offices  at  Pallant  House,  Chichester;  at  County  Hall 
and  at  Health  Centres  and  Welfare  Clinics, 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Forty-four  notifications  of  this  disease  were  received 
(20  in  1958), 


Spirochoetal  Jaundice. 

No  cases  were  reported  during  1959* 

Sonne  Dysentery. 

Fourteen  cases  were  notified  (5  in  1958), 

There  were  two  outbreaks  at  schools  in  the  district  - at 
Chidham  and  Walberton,  At  both  schools  communal  roller  towels 
were  replaced  with  paper  towels,  antiseptic  lotion  provided  and 
the  outbreaks  were  quickly  controlled, 

A few  cases  also  occurred  at  the  Arvay  Families  Camp  at 
Westbourne, 

Investigations  carried  out  in  connection  with  these 


outbreaks  were  as  follows

Tuberculosis. 

Thirty-five  cases  (33  pulmonary,  2 non-pul mo nary)  were 
added  to  the  Register  - 14  primary  notifications,  19  cases 
moving  into  the  district  as  transfers  from  other  areas,  and 
2 cases  previously  removed  from  the  register  but  who  returned 
to  the  district  during  1959.  In  1958,  40  cases  were  added 
to  the  register. 

Thirty-seven  cases  were  removed  from  the  register  - 17 
on  leaving  the  district,  17  after  being  cured  of  the  disease, 
and  3 who  died.
